You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall and Police 
Court Room in the Town Building on the gth day of March next, 
being the second Tuesday of March, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects : 

Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, a Town 
Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of the 
Poor, an Agent to Prosecute Violations of the Liquor Law, three 
Members of the Board of Trustees of the Public Library, each for 
the term of three years, in the place of Mrs. Elizabeth | K. Rem- 
ich, Miss Stella B. Farr and Melville C. Smart, terms expired, 
Constable, two Road Agents. 

Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the support of schools, for the purchase of 
text books and supplies for the schools, for the laying out and 
constructing and repairing highways and bridges, for the payment 
of the town debt and interest, for the maintenance of the poor, 
and for all other town charges. 

Article 3. ‘To see what sums of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 

Article 4. To see what action the town will take for the pur- 
po-:e of securing state aid for highways in this town under the 
provisions of an act to provide for state aid, and for the expendi- 
ture of other public moneys in the permanent improvement of 
main highways throughout the state, approved February 24, 1905, 
and any amendment thereto, and to raise and appropriate such 
sums of money as may be deemed advisable, and to make suit- 
able appropriations under said act or acts. 

Article 5. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
repairing fences and resetting stones in cemeteries in the town. 
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Article 6. To see what action the town will take to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell at public or private sale the pest house prop- 
erty, so called. 

Article 7. To see if the town will raise and appropriate $300 
for the support of the Military Band. . 

Article 8. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to having the sinking fund commission furnish a suitable bond. 

Article 9. To see if the town will adopt chapter 93 of the 
session laws of New Hampshire for 1905, relating to political 
caucuses and conventions. ae 

Article ro. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to conveying to the Littleton Realty Corporation the land 
now owned by the town, known as the Redington meadow, lying 
between the Boston & Maine railroad and the Ammonoosuc river. 

Article 11. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to providing the Littleton water and light commissioners 
with sufficient funds to enable them to so remodel the town’s elec- 
tric plant as to separate the street lights from domestic lights and 
t» enable them to furnish electric .power for manufacturing and 
other purposes, and to furnish electric lights at all hours of the day. 

Article 12. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to exempting the Littleton Realty Corporation from taxation 
for a term of ten years, upon any land acquired by them, for the 
purpose of erecting buildings to be used for manufacturing pur- 
poses, and the buildings erected thereon, and all capital which 
may be used by said corporation or any of its lessees or grantees in 
equipping and operating said manufacturing plants. 

Article 13. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to instructing the water commissioners to discontinue acquir- 
ing or paying for the Littleton water and light bonds. until they 
have liquidated all indebtedness that may be incurred by them in 
remodeling the town’s electric light plant, so as to separate street 
lighting from domestic lighting, and to enable them to furnish 
electric power for manufacturing and other purposes, and to furnish 
electric lights at all hours of the day. 

Article 14. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to promoting the construction of summer hotels and cottages 
on Pineand Oak Hill, and lands in that vicinity, situated in said town. 
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Article 15. To see. if the town will purchase lands to be added 
to its Park system, and if so, how much and what lands shall be 
purchased for the purpose. 

Article 16. To see if the town will authorize proper officers 
and committees to lease or sell any of its Park lands, and to give 
them any necessary authorization for that purpose. 

Article 17. To see how much money the town will appropriate 
for the improvement of its Parks. 

Article 18. To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to raising money to carry out any vote that may be passed 
under articles 14, 15, 16, 17. . 

Article 19. ‘To see what action the town will take with refer- 
ence to exempting from taxation the Park and Oak Hill property, 
and lands in that vicinity, and any summer hotel or cottages that 
may be erected thereon and the capital invested therein. 

Article 20. To appoint or choose any agents or committees 
that may be deemed necessary to carry into effect any vote which 
may be passed under articles 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19. _ 

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding five: hundred dollars to be expended 
in putting inasill and repairing the dam onthe Shoe Shop property. 

Article 22. To see what action the town will take about ex- 
tending the public water pipes up Elm street from Main to High 
streets, and about raising money to defray the expenses thereof. ~ 

Article 23. To hear thereports of agents, auditors, committees, 
or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 24. ‘To choose any other necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing, and to choose or elect any agents or commit- 
tees which may be necessary to carry into effect any vote that 
may be passed under this warrant. 

Article 25. ‘To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting. |

To the Honorable .Board of Commissioners of the Littleton 
Fire District: 

GENTLEMEN: Though the year ending January 31, 1908 has 

been marked by a continued immunity from any serious fire 
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loss, yet we must not get careless in the belief that this good luck 
will always continue, but during these years when we are favored 
by fortune make preparation for emergencies with which we may 
any time be confronted, and to that end I would respectfully urge 
that at the coming Annual Meeting there may be raised or appro- 
priated money to carry out the recommendation of your engineers, 
which is necessary to maintain the standard of protection required 
by the insurance underwriters. The old leather hose, for so many 
years the standby of the department, has disaffects to such an ex- 
tent as to be unsafe for fire purposes, and the moving of 300 feet 
of hose to Apthorp to comply with insurance requirements has 
left the central station short. 

_ There have been to bell and 23 still alarms for the year, with a 
property damage of $355, and acost to the precinct of $160, 
About 1500 feet of huse have been laid, of which 730 feet were 
used. Seventeen small chemicals were used and two tanks from 
the chemical engine. 

The causes of the alarms have been 23 chimney fires, one lamp 
explosion, one sparks from locomotive, two grass fires, one rats 
and matches, one carelessness with gasolene, one lantern explo- 
sion, one escaping steam, one spark from chimney and one 
smoke from chimney.
